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DIED IN DISGRACE. 


Suicide’ of Paul Schulze 


at 


TACOMA (Wash.,) April 12.—Disheart- 
ened by financial difficulties and his re- 
moval from an honored position, Paul 
Schulze, general land agent of the North- 
ern Pacific Railroad, killed himself this 
morning at 11:30. o’clock. He put a 38- 


caliber bullet hrough his head, with a 
Smith & Wesson revolver. The body was 
Hot found until 3:45 p. m., and it was nearly 
5 o'clock before the Coroner was notified. 
The news. became public after 6 o'clock, 
and greatly surprised the entire city. 

Schulze was one of the best-known men 
in the Northwest. A German by birth. he 
entered the Northern Pacific service under 
Henry Villard, and nearly ten years ago 
was made general land agent at the west 
end of the road. During the last year or 
so his policy of Management had not been 
approved by the Northern Pacific mana- 
gers, and frequently it has been rumored 
that he would be removed. Last Wednes- 
Way he announced himself that he had re- 
signed at the request of Land Commis- 
sioner Phipps. He did not seem to feel 
Hadly about the matter then, but it is cer- 
ain he felt keenly that the removal 
showed a lack of appreciation of his ser- 
vices. 

He was president of the Yakima Invest- 
ment Company, owner of the great Sunny- 
side Canal in Yakima county, with assets 
of over $2,000,000, and president of the Ta- 
oma Railway and Motor Company, owner 
of two-thirds of the street railway sys- 
tem here. Both companies are in recetv- 
ers’ hands, and tte was one of the receiv- 
ers of the former company. The financial 
difficulties of that company had 
him much: trouble. 

Schulze spent but part of Thursday at 
his office, though his resignation was not to 
take effect until Monday. He went home 
at 8 o'clock and ate dinner. After dinner 
he ordered a fire built in the kitchen, and 
the servants, who were in and out of the 
room, say that he burned several bun- 
dies of private papers, including letters. 
At 9 o’clock he sent for Dr. Yocum, his 
physician, and complained of a pain in 


his chest. The doctor was there over an 


hour, and about 10:30 o’clock Schulze re- 
tired. At 8 o’clock this morning Henry, 
his Japanese servant, took up a 
breakfast. He told his master that he was 
going to market, and asked if he wanted 
anything in particular purchased. Mr. 
Schulze replied, No.“ At 11:30 o'clock 
the Japanese woman servant heard a noise 
im the direction of Schulze’s room. It is 
considered certain that she heard the fatal 
shot, as the body was cold when found. 
At 2 o’clock the man Henry returned 
and, as somebody telephoned for 
Schulze, Henry went to his door and 
knocked. There was no response and, as 
the deceased frequently slept very late, 
Henry Gecided. not to disturb him. He 
tried the door, but it was locked. A little 
Defore 4 o’clock Alfred Anderson, Schulze’s 
private secretary, telephoned up and when 
informed that he had not got up, directed 
the servant to ascertain what was the 
matter. The door was still locked and 
finally the servant broke it open. He 
found his master lying stiff in death, with 
a bullet through his head. The ball had 
entered the right temple and stopped just 
inside the skin on the opposite side.

After having. been 
engaged in various occupations in Califor- 
nia he, in November, 1871, entered the 
service of the land department of the 
Oregon and California Railroad in Port- 
land, Or. During a visit in Gerthany in 
1874 he met Henry Villard, who soon 
after became president of the Oregon and 
California Railroad and Schulze was ap- 
pointed land agent of that road in July, 
1874, which position he held until April, 
1884. In August, 1882, he was appointed 
general land agent of the Northern Pacific 
and was otherwise connected with various 
enterprises with Villard. In 1885 the gen- 
eral land office of the Northern Pacific 
was removed to Tacoma and he had lived 
here ever since. 

Schulze was vice-president of the Ta- 
coma Smelting and Refining Company, a 
director in the Traders’ Bank, and was 
formerly president of the Union Club. He 
owned ‘a large house. He was married 
about three years ago and secured a di- 
vorce. His wife and daughter had re- 
sided in Germany for a number of years 
previous to that.

HOME V5. FOREIGN MAREDTS. 


Wheat and cotton are the principal 
agricultural staples exported from the 
United States. It is complained by 
free-traders that the prices which the 
producer receives for these staples are 
fixed in the foreign markets. If it be 
true that the prices of our exports are 
fixed abroad, without reference to the 
home demand, it is plainly the best 
policy for our agriculturists to grow 
more of such products as are con- 
sumed mostly in the home markets, 
and to grow less of such products as 
are now grown in such abundance as 
to leave a surplus for export. The 
following table Mustrates this point:

Thus it appears that the average 
prices of corn and oats, of which we 
consume almost our entire product, 
advanced slightly during the period 
from 1883 to 1894. During the same 
period the price of wheat—of which 
we raise a large surplus for export— 
declined from 91.1 cents per bushel to 
49.8 cents; while cotton—of which we 
also vast quantities—deciined 
from 10.2'to 4.0 cents per pound. 
There b a lesson in this which our 
agriculturists would do well to heed. 
The home market is worth infinitely 
more to the home producer than are 
all the markets of the world put to- 
gether. The prices of articles pro- 
duced and consumed in this country 
are fixed in this country and not 
abroad. To the supplying of the de- 
mands...of this home market our 
producers should direct their chief at- 
tention. Our agriculturists have at 


— 


extensive markets to be found any- 
where on earth. For them to go chase 
| ing after che markets of the world,” 
with this rich home market close at 
hand, is for them to pursue an ignis 
fatuus which will yield them only loss 
and discouragement. 

The greatest benefit accruing to the 
American people from protection lies 
in the development of the home mar- 
ket and in the preservation of that 
market from foreign invasion, so far 
as practicable. In proportion as our 
manufacturing interests are developed 
will our agricultural interests prosper, 
for the latter will find a profitable 
home market for their products rather 
than to force them upon an unprofita- 
ble and already glutted foreign mar- 
ket. And in proportion as agriculture 


manufactures, thus increasing the 
4+ prosperity of the latter. Furthermore, 
as manufactures prosper, Wwage-earn- 
ers will be more generally employed 
and better wages will be paid. Thus 
prosperity of one industry will react 
upon another, the whole tendency of 
adequate tariff protection being to 
bring about the highest possible con- 
ditions of prosperity among all our 
people.
